Exit the drug combine, unwept, unhonored and un- 
sung. 








Or couRSE a ton is aton. But the question is, how 
much does it weigh? 








THERE is often something to be learned from the 
methods of a competitor. 








TuHose who advocated the methods of the drug 
combine as a panacea for the ills of the hardware 
trade are hiding their diminished heads. 








A NUMBER of very interesting letters from leading 
houses in the metal trade will be found in this issue 
of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, having been called forth 
by the pertinent query, “Should the Ton Be Stand- 
ardized ?” 








THE final step in the complete dissolution of the com- 
bination commonly called the drug trust was taken in 
the United States District Court at In- 
Dissolution of dianapolis, May 8, when Judge Ander- 
bes dove son entered a decree perpetually enjoin- 
ing the members of the combine from 

continuing its operations. 

The defendants, ninety-two in number, who were 
members, officers, directors, agents and attorneys of 
the National Association of Retail Druggists and the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association were per- 
petually enjoined from combining and conspiring to 
restrain trade in drugs, from fixing prices by agree- 
ment, and from blacklisting retailers who cut prices. 
All contracts and agreements made by the combine 
were declared void. 

All of the ninety-two defendants, except W. D. 
Freeman, agreed to the decree. Freeman demanded a 
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trial, whereupon the case as against him was dismissed 
and he will be taken care of in another court. 

The decision in this celebrated case will probably 
have far-reaching effects and stand as an object lesson 
to those who see in such methods a means of curing 
some of the ills that affect the interests of the hard- 
ware trade. There is not even any suggestion of ap- 
peal from the decision just rendered, all the defend- 
ants save one having agreed to the decree. The case 
will therefore stand as a strong precedent in similar 
actions to be brought against persons in any other 
trade who may seek to emulate the example of the 
drug combine in its efforts to control trade conditions. 

It will be remembered that the THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN long ago predicted the fate which has be- 
fallen the drug combine and was very positive in its 
declarations that such methods pursued by trade asso- 
ciations must inevitably fail in their object by bringing 
the associations into direct conflict with the law. 








WHEN Theodore Roosevelt stated emphatically— 
meaning what he said—that he would not be a can- 
didate for a third term in the presidency 

Perpetual of the United States, he showed himself 
Office-Holding : 

to be a good American, who knew the 
spirit of his own people. 

Ever since the days of Washington, who builded 
perhaps better than he knew when, in the spirit of 
true patriotism, he declined further honors at the 
hands of his fellow-countrymen, the sentiment of the 
American people has been unalterably opposed to the 
long continuance in office of any incumbent of an 
executive position. 

Under our American theory of the equality of man, 
it stands to reason that there are among our teeming 
millions many men worthy even of the high office of 
President, and re-election to a four-year term will 
ever be regarded as a sufficient meed for the public 
services or the representative character of any citizen. 

From the days of Washington to the days of Roose- 
velt the sentiment of the American people in this re- 
gard has not changed one whit. Perpetuity in execu- 
tive office has ever been regarded as a public danger, 
and for this sentiment the sound common sense in- 
herent in the American citizen is largely responsible. 

The same sentiment exists in the minds of most 
American citizens with regard to office-holding in or- 
ganizations affecting their business interests. There 
is no greater reason why the president of a business 
or trade organization should be continued perpetually 
in office than there is for the perpetual presidency of 
any man over the entire body politic. 

If the fear in the latter case is that the prolonged 
presidency may develop into despotism, the same dan- 
ger lurks in the case of the former. If a despot could 
be developed in the fierce light that beats about the 
presidential chair at Washington, how much easier to 
develop despotism in the presidential chair in a state 
or national organization of business men if the same 
individual by his self-seeking, diplomatic, oily, graft- 
ing, or other methods, succeeds in getting himself 
elected year after year to the chair or to the secretary- 
ship of the organization? In some organizations it is 
the president who seeks to perpetuate himself in of- 
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fice; in others it is the secretary who schemes to be- 
come “the whole thing.” Whoever does this must 
inevitably build up a machine, a clique within the 
organization that sooner or later will eat out its core: 

An office-holding clique in any rganization is 
always a source of weakness to it. When such a 
clique gains control and keeps control, as it often does, 
the invariable result is that members lose heart in 
their efforts for the common good; they lose inferest 
in the objects of the association and in its work. They 
see the association used to the interest of a few in- 
stead of being useful to all. They see themselves 
used to further the personal interests of the office- 
holding element, and sooner or later they quit in 
disgust. 





In all trade and industrial associations there should 
be a continuous system of rotation in office in order 
to secure the best results for all the members. 

It is only men with the instincts of the dictator, the 
un-American idea that they are necessary to the well- 
being of the organization, who continue, not to be 
elected, but to get themselves elected to office in trade 
associations year after year, regardless of the best 
interests of all concerned. We can easily call to mind 
the names of associations which are practically de- 
pendent upon the will of one man or one set of men, 
who in turn are strangely dependent upon the organ- 
ization—often in a sordid sort of way. 

When in an association for mutual good men ob- 
tain control for their own selfish purposes and make 
of these associations a means of profit, if not of liveli- 
hood, it is time to call a halt and place such 
associations back upon the plane of Americanism by 
recalling to the usurpers and to the members the 
proper spirit of office-holding that possessed the 
Father of his Country. 

There is plenty of desirable material in all organ- 
izations to fill the offices, but when members of char- 
acter and influence discover that there is no possi- 
bility of their sharing any of the honors of the organ- 
ization or of administering their ideas for its good, 
they become discouraged and the association loses 
the benefit of their influence in its behalf. After a 
member of a trade or industrial association has been 
an officer for one or two terms, he should cheerfully 
return to the ranks if he is loyal, and the loyal ex- 
officer will continue to give the organization the 
benefit of his advice and influence. 





It is not necessary to recite cases in which trade 
associations have been ruined by the existence of 
cliques of office-holders. Such instances will arise in 
the mind of every business man who has followed the 
course of association work~for any length of time. 
Some men become possessed =by the greed of power 
and acquire the idea that the association owes its life 
and being to them. They fatten upon its work and 
eulogize themselves annually in glowing reports of 
progress, but the organization is bound to suffer in the 
long run from one-man power. It is attacked by 
dry rot. Though all may seem fair upon the surface, 
within there is nothing but sham and indifference. 
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There is no remedy for such a state of affairs by: 
a change of officers—the rotation in office that w;!! 
give the younger members a chance to benefit th. 
association by their enthusiasm, their new ideas an} 
their virile efforts. 

In some associations the very men who organize: 
them are their worst enemies. The organization ha 
outgrown its organizer, it may be, until the parent 
has become an incubus. It is no infrequent thing 1. 
find an association grow far beyond the scope of its 
founder. In such a case, loyalty to the association de- 
mands that the parent take a back seat and content 
himself with an honest pride in the welfare of his 
child—for the sake of the brethren. 

It is hard indeed for the members of a trade or in 
dustrial organization to accuse tried officers of grait- 
ing, but the fact remains that in some organizations 
of this character men holding official positions have 
acquired the habit of charging up to expense account 
sums which they expend solely for their own personal 
comfort—items of expense which they would not 
incur if they were spending their own money—just 
as if they ownéd the organization instead of being 
temporary officeholders in it. 

The cure for these ills lies in rotation in office—the 
observance of the Washingtonian principle, and the 
Rooseveltian principle, that an officeholder should 
know when he has had enough and not degenerate into 
either a dog in the manger or a hog on ice.

Judging from a private view of these letters which 
I was privileged to secure in advance I am sure the 
Philadelphia man who raised the question of the 
varying weights of the ton got hold of a live wire 
all right. 

It is a question in which everybody who buys goods 
by the ton is interested. I am told that there are peo- 
ple who actaally make money by a kind of juggling 
with the varying weights of the long and the short 
ton. 

The long and the short of it seems to be that the 
ton should be standardized at one weight in the United 
States as it is in Europe.

There are plenty of indications that our manufac- 
turing friends in Ireland have been busying them- 
selves of late and it seems possible—nay, probable 
that Ireland may one of these days come to be re- 
garded as a commercial country.

Ireland 
the first section of the United Kingdom to adopt a 
general trade mark for its manufactures and prod- 
ucts, and the enterprise displayed in this matter may 
be but the first step toward the establishment of Irish 
manufactures upon a better basis. 

The design chosen for the Irish national trade mark 
consists of an old Irish ornament, together with the 
words “Dlanta I Eirinn,”’ which being interpreted 
means “made in Ireland.” Congratulations from all 
over the civilized world will be showered upon the 
manufacturers of Ireland for even this slight indica- 
tion of the awakening of Irish enterprise in the manu- 
facturing field. 

They are found 
in every land under the sun and probably no country 
and people in the world’s history have been the sub- 
ject of so many good wishes and benedictions as the 
green little island which so many American citizens 
still call “home,” and its clever, interesting and patri- 
otic people.

The Cleveland Stove Repair Co., E. F. and W. J. 
Woltman, managers, Cleveland, Ohio, have enlarged 
their facilities at 5312 Euclid Ave. 

The Baldwin & Graham stove foundry, New Castle, 
Pa., was compelled to close down last week on ac- 
count of high water in the Shenango river. 

The Born Steel Range Company, Cleveland, Ohio, 
announce with sorrow the death of their Mr. Arthur 
‘Corson, traveling representative, Wednesday, May 15. 

On and after July 1, it has been announced by the 
railroads, the minimum carload of iron and steel arti- 
cles will be advanced to 36,000 pounds to all points 
east of the Mississippi River. It is important, there- 
fore, for manufacturers to bear in mind that specifi- 
cations for carloads of iron and steel should include 
sufficient to make 36,000 pounds. 

Several public officials who happen to be good 
stove men have been active of late in handling street 
railway strikes in their respective towns. Mayor 
Boehne of Evansville, Indiana, has had to deal 
promptly and vigorously with strike riots, and Mayor 
Wm. Thompson of Kalamazoo, also a stove man, has 
just got through with a serious strike of the street 
railway men in his town. 

The Blakesley-Tuttle Stove Company of Kansas 
City, Missouri, issue some attractive catalogues cov- 
ering their line of Security stoves and ranges and 
Security gas stoves, etc. A new price-list effective 
May, 1907, is also being circulated to the trade. The 
company also handle refrigerators, gasolene and oil 
stoves, ovens, etc., which are listed in a special cata- 
logue. The Blakesley-Tuttle literature is cleverly de- 
signed, profusely illustrated and full of interest to all 
concerned. 

Jos. T. Ryerson & Son have purchased 24 lots be- 
tween 15th and 18th streets, Rockwell street and the 
Panhandle right-of-way, Chicago, for about $100,000. 
The firm now occupies a part of the premises with a 
warehouse and yards for its iron and steel business 
and will improve the remainder of the property with 
a new factory, office and warehouse building. It now 
occupies a corner ‘at Clinton and Lake streets and Mil- 
waukee avenue, Chicago, but this property will form 
a part of the-site of the. new Northwestern railway 
passenger terminal station, and must soon be vacated. 





GEORGIA STOVE MAKERS WIN. 





The stove makers of the state of Georgia have just 
won a point against the railroads, for which they have 
been contending in the courts. 

The Atlanta Georgian of May 14 said: “Any indi- 
vidual in Georgia has the right to compel any railroad 
to accept shipments to points within the state on 
stoves, under the rates promulgated in the famous cir- 
cular 309 of the Georgia Railroad Commission. So 
decided the supreme court Tuesday morning in the 
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case of the Southern Railway Company vs. The At- 
lanta Stove Works. This. definitely. determines one im- 
portant point, at least, in the now celebrated fight in the 
courts, which began in the summer of 1905. There js 
still pending in the federal court the issue of. the tem- 
porary injunction against the state of Georgia, granted 
by Judge W. T. Newman. The decision of the su- 
preme court in the mandamus proceedings, brought by 
the Atlanta Stove Works, to compel the Southern Rail- 
road to accept a shipment under the rate set forth in 
circular 309, is not affected by or dependent upon the 
federal case. This decision means a great deal to the 
stove-makers of Georgia, as the rate under circular 
309 is very much lower than that now obtaining.” 





THE GARLAND SOAP PREMIUMS.

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Should the Ton Be Standardized? 





Ever since the suggestion was made by a Philadel- 
phia correspondent in the issue of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN of May 11th, that the views of our readers 
should be obtained as to whether a ton of metal should 
be 2,000 or 2,240 pounds—either the short ton or the 
long ton, a constant stream of letters upon the sub- 
ject has poured into our hands and a very singular 
situation has developed itself. 

It is a situation full of humor. Several large and 
weighty concerns have gravely informed us that they 
see no reason whatever for raising the question, but 
an examination of the letters which THz AMERICAN 
ARTISAN presents to its readers in this issue—only a 
fraction of those that have been received, and to be 
followed by others in due course—shows that this is 
certainly a case in which the doctors differ. It is al- 
most incredible, but it is: true, that while one con- 
cern gravely asserts that the general practice in the 
metal trade is to buy and sell by the short ton of 2,000 
pounds, another concern in the same line of business 
just as solemnly says that the long ton is used and 
should be preferred. 

Some of the metal trade who have written to 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN on the subject favor a stand- 
ard ton of 2,000 pounds to govern in all instances, 
while others would adopt the English standard weight 
of 2,240 pounds. 

In two different plants of the same company we 
find men holding responsible positions of management 
differing in their opinions of the desirable ton—one 
being satisfied with the present conditions and the 
other finding the 2,000-pound ton much handier in 
estimating and figuring but believing that the long 
ton would be more acceptable to the trade. One man- 
ager believes that no change is required; another of- 
ficial of the same company, at a different plant, be- 
lieves that it would be well to have a standard ton. 

An official of the Colorado Fuel & Iron Company 
confesses that his company derives more or less ben- 
efit from the fact that two weights are used—and so 
the story goes! There are many men of many minds 
on this subject and hardly any two agree, in spite of 
the fact that it is so cavalierly dismissed as of no con- 


sequence by one or two writers. 


A curious proof of the uncertainty that exists as 
to the weight of the ton is found in the letter of a 
Arthur C. Harvey Co., who “thought the old gross 
ton a thing of the past.” They say they can see no 
more reason why we should use the English ton, hun- 
dredweight, and quarters than there is for using the 
English pound sterling, shillings and pence, yet it 
seems that pig iron is invariably sold by Rogers, 
Brown & Company at 2,240 pounds to the ton, while 
another large metal concern of the Middle West 
writes that steel billets and steel rails are always sold 
by the gross ton of 2,240 pounds and several large 
manufacturers of sheet metal inform us that they pre- 
fer the long ton to the short ton. 
~ Our readers, however, can best judge from the let- 
ters themselves as to the importance and present in- 





terest of the subject and we herewith submit a pre- 
liminary batch of the interesting letters received. 





Suggests That the English Change. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Referring to the difference between the standard ton of 
2,000 pounds and what is commonly called the long ton, or 
English ton, of 2,240 pounds, it would seem to us that as we 
are now producing much more steel and iron than England 
it would be well for the small fish to get in line and follow 
the big one and would respectfully suggest that you refer this 

“to your English correspondent to have the matter taken up 
over there and have our cousins on the other side of the 
water get in line, so that 20 cwt. means twenty hundred 
pounds, no more or no less, 

The only difficulty we have ever heard of in this con- 
nection is with some scrap dealers who insist upon buying 
by the long ton and endeavor to sell by the short ton. The 
only two commodities which are regularly quoted being steel 
rails and scrap meta!, we have not had any difficulty in our 
line with any confusion in regard to this, as it is always 
understood in our quotations that a ton means 2,000 pounds 
unless otherwise stated. 

We certainly would not favor falling in line with the 
English standard of 2,240 pounds. We would be more apt 
to favor the idea of cutting it out altogether and making a 
ton mean exactly what it says, 2,000 pounds, no more or no 
less. 

Our greatest trouble just now is getting tons enough of 
either long or short ton of material to keep us supplied and 
to satisfy our customers. Yours truly,

smal]. We would dislike exceedingly to see the standard 
ton of 2,000 lbs. changed, as we believe this is the most 
convenient standard that could be fixed. 

If there is going to be any uniform standardization of 
the ton in this country, we should certainly array ourselves 
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in the side of the present sized ton of 2,000 lbs. We be- 
eve that it would be the best thing if this could apply to 
verything. You are, of course, aware that in this country 
at present all steel is based on this standard.

We note the agitation of one of your readers as to 
the difference between the ton of 2,000 lbs. and the ton of 
2,240 Ibs. as applied to the purchase and sale of metals in 
tifis country. 

We beg to say that we have experienced no difficulty 
whatever in buying or selling metals by the ton, and it has 
seemed to be generally understood by all of our corre- 
spondents that 2,000 Ibs. constitute a ton. 

We have never either claimed or had claimed by our 
correspondents that a ton meant 2,240 lbs.; yet we believe 
that a ton, as applied to metals, should be standardized by 
the United States government the same as gauges of sheet 
metals. 

Prior to the act of Congress approved March 3, 1893, 
adopting a legal standard for determining the thickness of 
plain black sheets of iron or steel, there was a great deal 
of confusion and contention on the subject of gauges, which 
was thoroughly and satisfactorily settled by the passage of 
the act of Congress. 

There does not seem to have been the same confusion 
as to the number_of_pounds in a ton, but by all means there 
should be a legal standard ton, and any action on your part 
looking toward this end will be greatly appreciated, I think, 
by the trade generally and especially by

Not far from the loop district in the heart of Chi- 
cago there is found the large and comprehensive plant 
of the company known far and wide to the hardware 
fraternity and to dairy interests in all sections of the 
country as the Sturges & Burn Mfg. Co, The princi- 
pal lines made by this company are milk cans of all 
sorts and sizes, sheet metal specialties, Jack Frost 
freezers, steel churns, spiders and griddles, dairy pails, 
seamless milk strainers and ice cream packing cans 
and tubs—a diversified line of products which keeps 
400 to 500 hands busy all the year around, 

The factories of the company occupy a group of 
buildings covering practically the entire city block 
bounded by Harrison, Green, Peoria and Congress 
streets, Chicago, with many distinct departments, each 
in charge of an experienced foreman who reports 
daily to the superintendent. 

Thoroughness in detail is one of the company’s 
strong points, and their business banner bears the 
motto, “A Satisfied Customef Is Our Best Advertise- 
ment.” This is the principle underlying the com-

pany’s leading product. They point out that in the 
manufacture of every Sturges milk can, no matter 
whether it be one of the highest priced cans or the 
lowest, only the best grade of steel plate is used 
throughout, the plate being tinned and retinned after 
being cut, squared and punched, and before putting 
together. The tinning is done in the company’s own 
plant and imperative instructions are given to all the 
inspectors employed to correct immediately any im- 
perfections that may develop in the tinning process. 
It is therefore almost impossible, the company say, 
for a defective part to appear in the made-up can. 
How a Sturges Milk Can Is Made. 

A visit to the factories of the Sturges & Burn Mfg. 
Co. would interest any hardware dealer. There is 
much to see in the numerous processes as the milk 
can is evolved from the raw material, which is in this 
case sheet steel. 

In the beginning, the specially made steel; on ar- 
riving at the plant from the mills, goes into the steel 
room and thence to the blanking presses, where it is 
blanked into pieces of the size required for the various 
parts of the can. The blanking presses are of differ- 
ent sizes for various operations—massive, solid pieces 
of machinery, weighing from 500 Ibs. to 65. tons 
or more, the latter being used for blanking large 
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work. Careful, experienced workmen man all thes 

presses, which perform the various operations ~e- 

quired of them with the utmost nicety and precisi.n, 

From the blanking rooms the steel pieces go to the 
stamping department, where the various parts used in 
making cans are stamped or drawn into the shapes re- 
quired in the further: processes of manufacture. ‘J he 
machinery used for this purpose is of the most ex- 
pensive modern type and it is an interesting sight to 
watch the steel take shape at every motion of the nia- 
chines, under the guiding hands of the careful oper- 
ators. 

The parts are next sent to the annealing room, 
where they are carefully annealed to render them 
ductile and prevent their cracking in subsequent oper- 
ations. They next go to the tinning department, 
where they are tinned and retinned, the separate parts 
being thus treated before being assembled, thus pre- 
venting raw edges and insuring uniform cutting. 

In the Tinning Department. 

The tinning department of Sturges & Burn Mfg. 
Co. is unique in Chicago, inasmuch as it is believed 
to be the only plant in the city in which tin plates are 
produced, steel sheets being coated in the company’s 
tinning pots for the bodies of their milk cans and 
other purposes. The product of this department is 
used entirely. by the company, its tin plates not being 
made for sale. The Morewood tinning plant is used, 
this being the method employed so successfully in 
Wales, and by which the best grade of charcoal tin 
plates are made. 

After being tinned and retinned, the parts are sent to 
the assembling room, where the cans are assembled 
and tested. A special feature of the Sturges can is 
the “loading” of the seams. What might be termed a 
fillet seam is made, which makes it impossible for 
dirt to accumulate in the seam, besides making the 
can easy to clean and rendering it perfectly sanitary. 

The parts which go to make up the milk can are 
technically known as the body, the breast, the bottom, 
the cover, the neck, handles and hoops. Great care is 
taken in the Sturges & Burn plant to see that each of 
these separate parts is perfectly made, thus insuring 
a homogeneous whole of perfect soundness, with no 
weak points. 

The company is now sending milk cans all over 
the United States, and also ships its products abroad. 
The cans are made in many styles to suit the require- 
ments of various sections of the country. A full line 
of parts is kept constantly on hand, occupying large 
storerooms, so that repairs for cans can be furnished 
promptly, and the Sturges cans can be repaired by 
local tinners without trouble or delay. The capacity 
of the plant is something like 1,000 milk cans a day. 

Other Products of the Company. 

Another product of the Sturges & Burn Mfg. Co. 
which bids fair to become a leading line with them, 
is the Jack Frost freezer, described as “a high-grade 
anti-rust machine.” The company own their own 
wood-working plant in Wisconsin, where their cedar 
and white pine tubs are made. The Jack Frost is 
made and sold only as a high class freezer for family 
use. The can is made of charcoal plate throughout, 
the cover being drawn absolutely seamless, heavily 
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unned and retinned. This is a new line for the com- 

pany, but they plan an extensive campaign in the 

interest of the Jack Frost freezer in the near future, 
and believe they have an article that will please the 
public and pay the dealer. 

Steel spiders and griddles are also a specialty with 
tle company, these being drawn from the best grade 
of open-hearth steel, polished and lacquered to pre- 
vent rusting. They are also large makers of ice cream 
steel packing cans, the process of making these being 
practically the same as that followed in the manufac- 
ture of the Sturges milk can. 

The Sturges steel churn is another specialty made 
in this plant. This style of churn takes the place of 
the old wooden churn and is claimed to be preferable 
because it has no hoops to drop off or seams to open 
up in the sun, which makes it particularly desirable 
for hot climates. The same careful methods of man- 
ufacture prevail as with all the other Sturges special- 
ties. 

The officers of the Sturges & Burn Mfg. Co. are as 
follows: Frank Sturges, president ; Lee Sturges, vice- 
president and treasurer; William H. Burn, secretary. 
Forty years of manufacturing experience and success 
have given the company an enviable reputation in the 
trade. To Mr. Burn a great deal of the credit for the 
success which the-company has enjoyed is due, his 
manufacturing experience and commercial ability hav- 
ing proved of rare value to the concern. 

“Little does the user of a milk can realize the time 
and care bestowed upon its manufacture,” said Sec- 
retary Burn to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN during a re- 
cent visit to the factories. “When he buys a can from 
his hardware dealer he little knows the length of time 
it takes to produce the finished article from the time 
we place our specifications for steel to the end of the 
manufacturing processes. Recently we have experi- 
enced a great deal of difficulty in getting steel from 
the mills fast enough to keep our plant running, and 
it is only by keeping everlastingly after the makers 
that we get as much as we do. 

“The steel used by this company in making these 
goods cannot be picked up from any purchasable 
stock, but has to be made to order; and it is neces- 
sary for us to figure for supplies of our raw material 
from six to eight months ahead. There is a notice- 
able dearth of sheet bars at the present time. So 
much of the steel nowadays goes into structural shapes 
that we have to figure far ahead to get steel suitable 
for our purposes. 

“Having to carry so much raw material, purchased 
so far ahead, and also having to carry so many parts 
for repairs, a great deal of capital is tied up and all of 
these considerations have to be reckoned with in do- 
ing business. Few of them are realized by the ulti-

The hardware display of which a photograph is 
reproduced on this page was made by Mr. C. A. 
Watson, hardware dealer of Sheridan, Missouri, and 
was submitted for competition in our recent window 
display contest. Mr. Watson was the winner of the 
first prize in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN window con- 
test of 1904 and ever since that time has paid par- 
ticular attention to his windows with beneficial results 
to his trade. The judges in our late contest highly 
commended the display now shown, though it was 
not placed among the prize-winners of 1907, and it 
has since been criticized by an expert as follows: 
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ford, No. 500 X,” the following interesting descrip- 
tion of and comments upon the window, which in 
part answer the objections of the critic quoted above: 

“The photo does not do the window justice, as the lower 
portion is blurred and does not show the articles up as they 


are. 
“The window is 5x6 ft. There are three panels. The 


left panel contains saws and squares, the right tools of various 
kinds. At the top of back panel I have arranged steel shelf 
brackets. The round plates are asbestos stove mats, on 
which are arranged the following articles: The three plates 
on the left are, first, brass corners for picture frames, brass 
rings, hasps and small hinges; second, screw-eyes; third, 
harness snaps. On the right, first, brass picture hooks; sec- 
ond, screw hooks; third, upholstering nails. The two middle 
ones are coat and hat hooks and curtain pole knobs and 


* brackets.

“This display is very much to be commended by 
reason of the artistic taste which is shown in the 
arrangement of the goods and the manner in which 
the detail is brought out. Its weak point lies in the 
fact that it does not tell people why they should con- 
sider these goods or draw attention to any particular 
merit in the goods shown. 

“A jobber’s trademark is placed very conspicu- 
ously. As an abstract proposition, it is rather inad- 
visable to advertise any specific brand in a window 
unless you can give some special talk about some in- 
dividuality of the goods which it represents. If Mr. 
Smith is in business it should be ever his thought to 
advertise Smith and no one else.” 

Mr. Watson sent with the photograph which was 
entered in the contest under the name of “R. J. Craw-

Keen Kutter axes, carpenter’s planes, asbestos sad irons, 


-door locks and many other articles. 


“The articles in this window are all goods that are used 
almost the entire year. This window would not be out of 
season any time in the year. 

“To make this display more attractive and interesting, | 
offered free to any person the choice of any article in the 
window who would guess nearest the total amount of the 
retail price that the goods in the window would invoice 
This caused a great deal of interest, as people would stop, 
take out their pencil and paper and try to invoice the articles 
in the window. This drew a crowd and they looked and 
studied the goods. They would take down the name of 
the articles and try to find what they were worth. They 
asked a good many questions about the prices, make, etc. 
They knew that some one of them was going to get some- 
thing for nothing, and they would work and study on this 
window for hours, trying to win the prize. 
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“Some of these people bought some of the articles in 
this window that they would not have bought if I had not 
arranged the window and offered the free prize. A good 
many people have seen the window and know what is in it 
and they will not forget it soon.”

HARDWARE DEALERS AND LIGHTNING RODS 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I wish to state a few plain facts in defense of the 
hardware dealer. 

In your issue of May 4 the self-styled “professor” 
or “professional lightning rod man,” says experts 
only should handle lightning rods because the hard- 
ware dealer sells rods at a small percentage. 

That is just why I say the hardware dealer should 
handle them. The expert would charge $50 or $75 for 
putting up 100 ft. of rod, while the same rod would 
be put up by the local hardware dealer for $25, and 
would be put up much better in many cases. 

This has been demonstrated for the past ten years 
or more. It has become general for the hardware 
dealer to handle all kinds of rods, and if anything 
happens to them, he is right there and will always 
be glad to repair them free of charge, whereas if any- 
thing goes wrong with the rods that the professional] 
rod man put up, where is he? 

I would like to know what science it requires to 
take the end of a cable rod and fasten it to the ridge 
of the building by driving nails through it into the 
shingles and then stick the end of it a few feet in 
the ground. 

It is a fact that everyone that handles the cable 
rod uses a 5 ft. copper tube for the points by connect- 
ing them to the cable rod and through the braces fas- 
tens it to the ridge of the building. 

If mechanics who work for the hardware dealer 
know enough to construct gutters and other work on 
buildings, they are better qualified and prepared to 
erect rods than most of the so-called expert lightning 
rod men, and it is one sure fact that they take more 
interest in doing their work better and more satis- 
factorily. 

There have been and are now several hundred hard- 
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ware dealers handling copper tube rods made in ¢hj< 
city and there is not one instance where a building 
has been damaged with these rods on that I ever 
heard of, and I give you two instances that have hap- 
pened to my knowledge this spring. One of the build- 
ings was rodded with the copper cable rod by a pro- 
fessional rod man. He carried a static machine wit), 
him to demonstrate what he called “a parlor thunder- 
storm.” By turning the crank on the machine it would 
throw out some sparks and strike a little house with 
wire on. He put up the cable rod on Frank Klatt’s 
house at Pewaukee, Wis., about two years ago. Light- 
ning struck it March 22d this year and damaged the 
house to some extent, but did not set fire to it. This 
was reported in the Waukesha Freeman April 4th. 

The other house belonged to Abe Storley, Water- 
ford, Wis. The copper point was struck and melted 
April 24th last, but there was no damage done to the 
building. This rod was put up by a Burlington com- 
pany about twelve years ago. The report of this was 
in the Waterford, Wis., Post, May 2d. 

I am well satisfied that if the hardware dealer han- 
dles the copper tube rod, he can do the work much 
better and cheaper than any man that is traveling at a 
large expense through the country.

Relative to the lock trade in France, Consul-General 
Robert P. Skinner, of Marseilles, writes as follows: 

“The trade in imported locks in France is not large, 
the importations in 1904, 1905 and 1906 being only 
$128,924, $109,817, and $145,136, respectively. Such 
American locks as I find in this market—and they are 
not pushed with any energy—filter through from gen- 
era! agencies in Paris. The usual reply of retailers is 
this: ‘As American locks are more expensive than 
those of French make, few are sold. The demand is 
so small that we cannot afford to buy directly of your 
manufacturers.’ 

“The ordinary French lock is so inferior and the key 
so cumbersome that it is surprising the demand for the 
American article is so small, even at a higher price. I 
forward addresses of importers who might perhaps 
be induced to represent the American trade, and also 
the names of certain local dealers in locks.” The list 
can be had by application to the Bureau of Manufac- 
tures, Washington, D. C.

A MODERN ALCHEMIST. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Allow me to thank you for the extended space you 
gave to my, aluminum-cobalt alloy test in your paper. 

The cobalt-aluminum alloy is but one of several 
chemical formulas which I am getting out. 

In my laboratory I have an alternating generator 
and a step-down transformer (30-10 volt, 1,000 to 10 
amp.) built expressly for my work. 

With this machine I am producing cobalt, aluminum, 
osmium, platinum and iridium. I have found these 
ores in several very rich ledges of conglomerate prac- 
tically inexhaustible and I am making the most of my 
opportunity for original research. 

In order to vaporize these refractory ores I found 
that it would be necessary to devise electrodes which 
would stand for prolonged periods the heat and tear 
of the electric arc. I use crude petroleum sprayed by 
compressed air through an especially constructed 
burner which impinges the soot or carbon in a conical 
mass at the back of the retort. 

Having thus found a practical medium for carrying 
the current and prolonging indefinitely the working 
time, I am bringing out (privately for the present) 
some entirely new principles in metallurgy which will 
give us unlimited quantities of platinum, iridium, alum- 
inum, osmium, cobalt, etc., from the conglomerate 
found along the Apallachian range where water power 
is abundant. 

In connection with my experiments along the lines 
of laws of natural selection and harmony, I am pro- 
ducing hardened aluminum direct from the ore melt, 
making castings or ingots of any intensity or hardness 
without using any alloy.

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MITER PATTERNS FOR SKYLIGHT BARS. 
NO. 5. 
BY LOUIS OEHRING. 

Bar Miterinc 1nTo Hip anp Rinvce.—This bar is 
No. 8 of Fig. 1, and the intersection is included in the 
arc at g of the same figure. Draw the plan of the in- 
tersection as shown by A BH E F GD, Fig. 7, also 
the section RS T. Draw the line Y Z of elevation at 
the same inclination as that of the jack 
bar ; project the points of the section par- 
allel to this line, the section Q having first 
been drawn. Section R is a section of 
the ridge. Project the points of the miter 
line from the plan in like manner to the 
previous bar, to the lines in the elevation. 
Through the points established draw 
the miter line of the elevation, as here 
shown at K Z L. 

‘ It can now be seen that this miter line 
has some similarity to previous problems. 
Examining the plan and elevation closely 
it will be seen that one-half of the 
bar will have the miter cut like one- 
half of the plain bar, the other half 
will be like one-half of the jack bar; 
this being more apparent when the pat- 
tern has been completed ; this being done 
in like manner to previous bars, and 
should not require further description. 
(At this time the writer will correct an 
error he very carelessly made in Fig. 2. 
Compare the line u v of pattern, Fig. 7, 
with that representing the same line in 
pattern of Fig. 2. The inclination of this 
line in Fig. 2 is wrong in both halves of 
the pattern; it should be as u v of Fig. 
7. By tracing out the points from the el- 
evation of Fig. 2 to the pattern the error 
will be apparent.) In practice this miter 
is transferred from the patterns of the 
plain bar and the jack bar, no separate 
development being required.

TIN PLATE FROM HAMMERED INGOTS. 








A unique feature in tin plate manufacture in this 
country has been introduced by a firm in Pittsburg in 
their steel works wherein all the ingots are hammered 
into billets instead of being rolled as is the American 
custom. The object is not only to eliminate al! the 
impurities, imperfections and blow holes, but also 
to insure a compactness that will make the steel tough- 
er and give it a greater drawing quality without in 
any way interfering with its ductility—something that 
cannot be obtained by rolling, says the New York 
Commercial. 

This firm saw, more than five years ago, the neces- 





















































sity of improving the quality of tin plate—its dura- 
bility particularly—and believed that only radical 
changes in the methods of manufacture, in fact, a 
complete return to the old and approved Welsh meth- 
ods, could accomplish the desired results. Eighteen 
months later, they had in active operation their own 
sheet and tin mills and were using open hearth as a 
body or base for their plates. 

The success which attended their enterprise encour- 
aged them to. erect their own open hearth furnaces 
and steel works; particularly as the only drawback 
heretofore had been the difficulty of obtaining always 
the high quality of open hearth bars which they de- 
manded. Four months ago they started the first heat 
in their own open hearth furnaces, in the erection of 
which they have further followed the old Welsh prac- 
tices by having only small 25-ton furnaces, where 
the quality can be controlled and the highest grade 
thereby insured.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Unseasonable weather has continued to interfere to 
some extent with the hardware trade during the past 
week and disquieting reports of crop, conditions have 
also contributed somewhat to lessen the activity of 
the demand for hardware, but in spite of these draw- 
backs a strong condition exists in the trade and an- 
ticipated decreases of jobbers’ sales have not been 
realized to any great extent. The trade for the 
month of May is therefore expected to exceed that 
of a year ago, though it will probably show a con- 
siderable falling off from the volume reported in April 
and also from that of March. The delivery of wire 
nails is still seriously delayed and carload orders are 
being shipped by jobbers from stock at an advance in 
price. Dealers and consumers are being incon- 
venienced by the delay and shortage. The demand 
for nails is continuous and insistent, though hardly 
so great as was noted in the month of April. 

Prices of wire products to jobbers are as follows: 
Wire nails in car lots, $2 per 109 pounds; plain wire, 
$1.85; painted barb wire, $2.15; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.45; to retailers 5c additional. 

Fence manufacturers are very busy and there is 
an active demand for smooth fence wire. Manufac-

Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report : 

“It does not seem possible that there could be any 
change of moment in pig iron for months to come. In 
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every branch of the trade there is the utmost activity, and 
as a rule there is a demand for a great deal more raw 
material than can be supplied. In finished lines to a great 
extent the same thing is true. For the next six months 
all the pig iron that the country can make has been sold, 
with the exception of a few odd lots here and there; but 
the tonnage of unsold iron is so small as to be practically 
a negligible quantity. Selling agencies are not able to put 
a price on one inquiry out of five. 

“Under these circumstances an optimistic view of the 
outlook is the only thing possible. In fact, so solid does 
the future ‘appear that 1908 inquiries are frequent, and 
orders. are being booked for next year at about 50 cents 
per ton less than is being asked for the last quarter of 
1907. Business is being done now on more nearly normal 
lines than was the case in the immediate past. The rail- 
roads are handling freight promptly, coke is being shipped 
on time, and even pig iron shipments are not greatly in 
arrears. There is one very noticeable feature in the trade, 
and that is the entire absence of reserve stocks. The fur- 
naces have no iron on hand, but are shipping their output 
as they make it, day by day. Consumers have not been 
able to accumulate a ton ahead, and the whole business of 
the country is being done on a hand to mouth basis 

“New business this week has been heavy. There have 
been several basic transactions of magnitude, and there has 
been a run of orders for foundry iron for delivery over 
the fourth quarter of the year. Coke is in great demand, 
as this is the season when many yearly contracts are made.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“Inquiry continues lively, sales of good tonnage have 
been reported during the week, and the market closes in 
the strongest position of any time so far this year. Prices 
are extremely irregular, but there is a well established 
minimum on both northern and southern irons for all de- 
liveries. Those furnaces with well filled order books are 
only quoting a very: limited tonnage and that for regular 
consumers of their iron. From all points come reports of 
brisk markets for spot foreign iron and prompt domestic 
material. There is great interest manifested in iron for 
next year, particularly the first quarter, and while there has 
been no regular movement for these deliveries, it is con- 
fidently expected that a few weeks will see well developed 
business for early 1908. 

“Large tonnage in finished material is reported as hav- 
ing been placed during the week, consisting of structural 
shapes, rails and rolling stock. 

“Coke ‘is very irregular, a good business having been 
done, and a very considerable amount now pending on six 
months’ and year’s contracts. This applies alike on foundry 
and furnace business, Prices are easy, and the amount of 
orders placed has broken all records of 1907 for a like 
period.”

It is reported from Pittsburgh that practical tests 
are being made in the mills of the Colonial Steel, 
Firth-Sterling and Bethlehem Steel Companies of va- 
nadium steel in various shapes from rails to armor 
plate under the secret process of the American Va- 
nadium Company. The company is controlled by 
Pittsburghers, J. J. Flannery being president. The 
supply of vanadium is secured in the province of Cerro 
de Pasco, Peru, and about 100 tons are being mined 
daily. From the results thus far obtained, it is said, 
the steel is really’ beyond the experimental stage. Va- 
nadium steel costs from ic to 1%c more a pound to 
manufacture than ordinary carbon steel, but the in- 
creased wearing qualities, strength and toughness, it 
is held, make it incomparably superior for every use 
to which steel may be put.
